EVERYTHING OLD is new again, with more TV and movie 
reboots and remakes announced every day. Why does 
Hollywood continue to revive preexisting propert 
ones that weren't necessarily massive hits the first time 
around? “With all the content on networks and cable and 
streaming, if something hz 
publicity and marketing,” explains Eric Tannenbaum, executive 
producer of CBS’ reboot of the iconic '71 iteom The Odd 
Couple.

The Comeback 


Nine years after HBO axed its meta-mockumentary about a 
washed-up actress (Lisa Kudrow) clinging to fame, the series 
has continued to gain popularity online and on demand. So 
the network finally offered creators Kudrow and Michael 
Patrick King the chance to revisit Valerie Cherish. “People

started talking about The Comeback 
again, and all of a sudden we got a call 
from HBO that they missed Valerie,” 
explains King. Expect The Comeback 
comeback this October with a six- 
episode limited series (see below). 


The Odd Couple 

Last year two of the producers behind 
CBS’ odd-couple comedy Two and a 
Half Men decided the time was right to 
start working on an actual Odd Couple 
comedy. “For a long time the source 
material has been sacred in this 
business,” Tannenbaum says of the 


original siteom, which starred Jack 
Klugman and Tony Randall as slobby 
sportswriter Oscar Madison and finicky 
neatnik Felix Unger. (There was also a 
beloved 1968 film with Walter Matthau 
and Jack Lemmon; both were based on 
the classic 1965 Neil Simon play.) “But 
we got word that Matthew Perry always 
had a thing about playing Oscar” says 
Tannenbaum, who's producing the 
series with his wife, Kim Tannenbaum. 
“And [The Odd Couple] remains relevant. 
Every comedy pilot that was announced 
this year has a [similar] conceit.” On the 
CBS version, Perry will play a sports 


guy with a modern twist—he does 
podeasts!—while Thomas Lennon (Reno 
911!) will portray Felix. 


The Transporter 

Luc Besson's action franchise will hightail 
it to the small screen this fall (sans Jason 
Statham) as Transporter: The Series, 
which was initially developed by Cine- 
max before it bounced to TNT. Chris 
Vance—last seen as Casey Jones on the 
net's drama Rizzoli & Isles—plays 
professional transporter/mercenary 
Frank Martin ina retelling that promises 
plenty of gunplay and car chases.

Tracy Morgan’s Long Path to Recovery 


Comedian Tracy Morgan, 45, is expected to be hospitalized for several weeks 
after a devastating car accident in the early morning of June 7. The 30 Rock and 
Saturday Night Live veteran was traveling with friends back from a stand-up gig in 
Dover, Del, when their chauffeured limo bus was hit by a tractor-trailer. Morgan was 
airlifted to the Robert Wood Johnson University Hospital in New Brunswick, NJ., 
where he is being treated for a broken leg, femur, and nose and several broken ribs. 
(As of press time, he was in critical but stable condition.) The accident killed one 
man, comedian James McNair—a.k.a. Jimmy Mack—a close friend and mentor of 
Morgan's. Two other comedians riding in the limo bus, Ardie Fuqua and Harris 
Stanton, were also hospitalized following the collision. The driver of the tractor- 
trailer, Kevin Roper, 35, has been charged with vehicular homicide and assault by 
auto for allegedly causing the crash. (He is currently out on $50,000 bail.) A rep for

First Look at RDJ in The Judge 


Robert Downey Jr. confronts some serious daddy issues in this taut 
thriller about a lawyer forced to represent his father 


HOW DO YOU DEFEND someone who never 
defended you? That's the heart of this thriller/ 
family drama (out Oct. 10) starring Robert 
Downey Jr. as a Chicago defense attorney who 
returns to his small town to represent his hostile 
father (Robert Duvall) in a murder cas 

Duvall plays the imperious title character: a 
living symbol of justice in their community and 
a tyrant in his own household—factors that 
compelled his son to flee years before. A family 
funeral brings Downey’s character home, but 
it’s another death that keeps him there. “Against 
his own instinctsand desire, he ends up staying 
to defend his dad from what may or may not be 
an intentional vehicular manslaughter case,” 
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Downey verybody knows a dad like the 
judge. It’s this very American story. But it’s als 
a story about family and reconciliation.” 

The film has flashes of humor, but it’s defi- 
nitely more of a dramatic turn for director David 
Dobkin, best known for Wedding shers. And 
it's the first project from Team Downey, the new 
production company founded by the actor and 
his wife, longtime producer Susan Downey (the 
Sherlock Holmes films, Kiss Kiss Bang Bang). 
“Our storytelling is character-driven but on a 
commercial level,” Susan “We wanted to 
do something outside the big movie tentpole 
projects.”

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JONAH HILL AND CHANNING TATUM are recounting their 
meet-cute, but the details are proving...controversial. It 
was 2007, apparently, right after Hill starred in Superbad 
and Tatum in Step Up. They were familiar with each 
other's work, but had never met until one fateful night at 
West Hollywood's Dan Tani’s, where they happened to 
catch each other's eye across the restaurant... 1 “Hold 
up, hold up,” interrupts Tatum, 34. “It wasn't after Step 
Up. It. was The Vow or something.” Hill, 30, rolls his eyes. 
“The Vow was, like, way later." he says. “That was right 
before Jump Street came out, dumbbell. You don't know 
your own filmography?” Tatum shakes his head, saying, “Are you sure? I don't think so.” 
They playfully bicker over the details for two minutes, sounding more like the stars of 
You've Got Mail than this summer's biggest buddy comedy, 22 Jump Street (rated R, out 
now), in which they play undercover cops pretending to be college students to track 
down a drug dealer; { Rapport can’t be faked, and that’s one reason that the stars’ 2012 
comedy 21 Jump Street took in more than $200 million worldwide. At the time, the idea of 
pairing Hill, the schlubby joker, and Tatum, the action hero with a highly marketable 
torso, was an epic reach across the aisle, But in comedy, as in romance, opposites often 
attract: Martin and Lewis, Laurel and Hardy, Tom and Jerry. “Jonah and Channing are 
really different humans, and it's remarkable that they get along so well,” says director 
Phil Lord, who along with his own comedic better half, Christopher Miller, directed both 
Jump Street films.

F YOU LOVED 21 Jump Street, you're in luck: 
The sequel, 22 Jump Street, is the exact same 
movie. Since the first film was such a fast and

nares Schmidt and Jenko, who are assigned to 
go back to school and pose as students to sniff 
out a drug ring. Sound familiar? Only this time, 
instead of high school, they're dumped on a 
college campus, and the drug is a deadly synthetic mix of 
Eestasy and Adderall called WHYPHY. “Do the same thing 
aslast time and everyone will be happy.’ their pencil-pushing 
supervisor (Nick Offerman) tells the fellas at the outset. 
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And that's precisely what they do, beat for 
beat, for the next two hours. To cover up the 
script’s lack of originality, screenwriters 
Michael Bacall, Oren Uziel, and Rodney Roth- 
man pummel us with a string of self-aware 
meta-commentary jokes that poke fun at 
bloated sequels. It’s asif they're trying to beat 
viewers to the realization that we're being 
peddled sloppy seconds. But just because the 
writers repeatedly elbow the audience in the 
bout how cynical sequels are doesn’t 
make their approach any less cynical. 

It's a good thing, then, that Hill and Tatum 
continue to have such great chemistry. Hill’s 
neurotic-motormouth act and Tatum's lovable- 
lunkhead shtick still shoot giddy sparks. 
After kicking off with a ridiculously over-the- 
top action-flick sequence, the guys show up at 
their swanky new HQ in an old Vietnamese 
church across the street from their previous 
digs (hence the new address in the title). 
Their barking captain, played with hard-ass 
menace by Ice Cube, informs them that he's 
enrolling them at MC State, where they'll 
pretend to be the most genetically mis- 
matched siblings since Danny DeVito and 
Arnold Schwarzenegger in Twins. Adding 
some supporting-cast spice are comedians 
Kenny and Keith Lucas as a pair of narcolep- 
tically chill identical twins who live across the 
hall and Jillian Bell as astie grump who 
spews acid insults about how old Schmidt 
and Jenko look. One of the unexpected treats 
of the first film was the positioning of the 
Abercrombie-sculpted Tatum as the unpopular 
loser and the brainy sack of mashed potatoes 
Hill as the BMOC. Here, the roles are reversed: 
Tatum bros down with some football-stud frat 
boys, while Hill is shunned and forced to hang 
with an emo crowd that includes a beautiful 
coed (Amber Stevens) he meets when he 
does a bonkers poetry-slam number that 
earns him the (untimely) nickname Maya 
Angelou (see sidebar). The spoken-word bit 
culminates in one of the film's best moments: 
a walk-of-shame gag in which Hill exchanges 
embarrassed glances with female classmates 
making the morning-after walk across the 
quad. The movie could've used more cracked 
scenes like that one. 

Instead, 22 Jump Street lazily milks the 
undercover brothers’ codependency for gay- 
panic punchlines (enough already). They bicker: 
They break up. They go their separate ways. 
(Cue John Waite's “Missing You.") Tatum then

finds a new target for 
his homoerotic double 
entendres in the alpha- 
male quarterback 
Zook, played by Wyatt 
(son of Kurt) Russell. 
As the tired investiga- 
tion spins its wheels to 
a spring-break climax 
in Mexico, the movie 
morphs into a 
slack installment in the 
Bad Boys franchi: 
complete with shoot- 
outs, chases, and even a 
fiery helicopter explo- 
sion. On the plus side, it also gives us more of 
Bell’s delirious deadpan misanthropy. 

I don’t want to give the impression that I 
didn’t laugh at times. I did—especially during 
the film's inspired end-credits tease of future 
Jump Street installments. But I've come to 
xpect more from directors Phil Lord and 
Christopher Miller, who have been on a roll with 
the cult TV series Clone High, the first Jump 
Street, and most recently The LEGO Movie. 
‘The merry-prankster duo have a real knack 
for cheeky pop culture mischief and placing 
clever new spins on shopworn properties. I 
get that with sequels, moviegoers are, to some 
extent, asking to see more of the same. But 
does the same have to feel quiteso samey

In2010 How to Train You Dragon used the warmest offable 
tropes—human boy and his loyal animal companion—to 
illustrate how a tribe of blockheaded Norsemen could 
learn to get along with their flame-spraying reptile 
brethren. The sequel picks up five years later in the 
island world of Berk, where everything is copacetic 
between Hiccup (the eternally pubescent voice of Jay 
Baruchel); his dad, Stoick (the eternally grunting voice 
of Gerard Butler); and his dragon pal, Toothless. But 
trouble awaits. And lots of it. While the original movie 
benefited from narrative simplicity and an admirable 
lack of villains, this one paints the sereen with too many 
characters and frequent diversions from the main story, 
but nevertheless serves up a bountiful and sugary feast 
for the 3-D-bespectacled eyes. 

Dragon 2 introduces Hiccup's earthy mother, Valka 
(Cate Blanchett), who reemerges after having left her 
family years ago in favor of peaceful repose among the 
flying lizards. She redeems herself by singing a lovely 
Celtic duet with Stoick, thereby ducking the matter of 
parental abandonment, and joins the gang to defeat 
Draco Bludvist (Djimon Hounsou), whose dragon- 
cape and paralyzed snarl of a mouth are the vision of 
banal cartoon evil. Indeed, the moral takeaway is cut- 
and-dried this time. As one character spells it out, “Good 
dragons under the control of bad people do bad things.” 

Still, the movie's visual scope is magnificent, both in 
the photorealistic rendering of fire, water, and translu- 
cent green ice (maestro cinematographer Roger Deakins 
once again served as a consultant) and in the subtle, 
moving character design of Toothless, a descendant of 
Hayao Miyazaki'’s beloved Totoro mixed with a big black 
eat. Composer John Powell's offbeat score is spiked with 
a zesty new song by erstwhile Sigur Rés frontman Jénsi, 
lending throttle to a kinetic ez ene set high in the 
sky. The flight path needs straightening, but this is still a 
franchise that knows how to fly. B

The Signal

Hard science fiction meets tender hearts in a slow-burn, twist- 
filled thriller from cinematographer-turned-director William 
Eubank. Brenton Thwaites (Maleficent) stars as Nic, a hunky 
computer geek who is driving cross-country with his girlfriend 
Haley (Olivia Cooke from Bates Motel) and their pal Jonah (Beau 
Knapp). Things go awry in a big way when the road-trippers 
unwisely take a detour to track down a hacker named Nomad 
who's been bedeviling them. The trio wind up in an abandoned 
shack in the middle of the Nevada desert, where they are attacked 
by forces unknown. It gets worse! Nic awakens in a windowless 
research facility to discover that his beloved Haley is in a coma 
and that both he and Jonah are effectively prisoners of the joint's 
soft-spoken but highly ominous chief (Laurence Fishburne). What 
is happening? Will Nic escape? And do we even want him to, 
given that the facility's workers all wear protective suits when 
interacting with their guests/test subjects? Like Fishburne’s tight- 
lipped character, we'll keep mum on what in the Sam Hill is going 
on, lest we ruin what fun The Signal has to offer. But we can say 
that Lin Shaye (Insidious) turns up halfway through the movie to 
do what Lin Shaye does best, which is play a nutball. 

If all this sounds like a souped-up episode of The Twilight Zone 
or The X-Files, then you're in the right ballpark—or underground 
bunker. But Eubank invests enough time and effort in Nic and 
Haley’s relationship (and the movie's often gorgeous visuals) to 
make the journey pass pleasurably enough—even if some viewers 
may have a decent idea as to the nature of the final destination 
long before their arrival. B

Actual bookstores are so scarce, its 
harder than ever to clear shelf space 
for a new genre. But back in 2009, 
during a meeting at St. Martin's, 
editor Dan Weiss coined the term 
“New Adult"—which became a 
category of books that’s now reach- 
ing a climax in popularity, 

Until recently, few books centered 
on romance between college-age or 
early-20s characters. “They're too ald 
for the YA shelf and too young for 
the adult shelves,” says Harlequin 
editor Margo Lipschultz. ‘Therefore, 
in the eyes of traditional publishing, 
it didn't exist as a category.’ Then 
came Fifty Shades of Grey. The erotic 
megaseller raised industry eyebrows 
not just for its explicit sex but for its 
heroine's unusually young age: 21. 
Fans of New Adult don’t consider 
Fifty Shades part of the category, 
but it whetted readers’ appetites 


for millennial tube-top rippers 

such as Jamie McGuire's recently 
released novella Happenstance. 
“Readers want to reminisce about
